` LATEST, BULLETIN 

Just as we were going to 
press a bulletin was received 
stating that the four planes 
took off from Grand Rapids 
at noon today for Winona, 
Minnesota. 


As stated in ourJast issue the 
airplaine squadron has left Min- 
eola, New York. The aviators 
expected to arrive in Wrangell 
in three or four days after leav- 
ing New York, but a big disap- 
pointment was in store for them 
—and for us. ' 

After. many vicissitudes ex- 
tending over a period of eight 
days three of the planes have ar- 
rived in Grand Rapids a dis- 
tance of 680 miles from the start- 
ing point, At this rate the 
squadron should reach Wrangell 
early in September, but let us 
hope that conditionswill be more 
favorable for flying during the 
remainder of the flight, and that 
the birdmen will soon be in the 
North. While the delay is great- 
ly to be regretted it is fortunate 
that the mishaps are occuring in 
the East, which is the least haz- 
ardous part of the flight. 

The machines are De Haviland 
4-B, a development of the De 
Haviland 4 used in overseas ser- 
vice. The most important 
change in their construction is 
the removal of the pilots’ seats 
forward of the gasoline tank, 
limiting the danger of its crush- 
ing the pilot in the event of a 
crash. 

Each machine carries a pilot, 
and a mechanician or observer. 
Army photographers are travel- 
ling in two planes for obtaining 
a pictorial record of the trip. 

At each landing place the sup- 
ply of gasoline and oil is ‘replen- 
ished. When a squadron takes 
off from a field each plane leaves 
with 117 gallons of gasoline and 
12 gallons of off.

GIVEN NAMES OF PRESIDENTS 


Historical Appellations Bestowed on 
Summits of Mountain Range in 
Old Vermont. 





Heretofore when one spoke of the 
presidential range everyone — every 
New Englander, at least—knew, with- 
out further particularizing, that Mount 
Washington and its attendant summits 
was the subject, writes Allen Cham- 


-berlain in the Boston Evening Tran- 


script. 

Henceforth one must needs be more 
specific, since during the last year a 
rival presidential range has appeared 
on the map in Vermont. That region, 
hitherto generally spoken of as the 
Bread Loaf Mountain section, lying 
between Middlebury gap and the Lin- 
coln-Warren pass, was but little 
known, except in its southerly portion, 
until the Green Mountain club men 
ran their Skyline trail through. They 
found there a maze of unnamed sum- 
mits grouped as in council, and seem- 
ingly worthy of being recognized as 
individuals of distinction. 

Just north of these heights ig the 
rugged mass whose summits have been 
known for more than half a century as 
Mounts Abraham and Lincoln. Quite 
naturally the idea of a new presiden- 
tial range arose and, with great parti- 
san restraint, four œf the neighboring 
mountains were therefore named 
Mount Grant, Mount Grover Cleve- 
land, Mount Roosevelt and Mount 
Woodrow Wilson.

LAY ALL UNDER CONTRIBUTION 


Persian Dervishes Demand Alms as a 
Right, and Simple People Read- 
lly Give Up. 

A feature of Persian life which illus- 
trates the simple and superstitious 
nature of the people of the mideast is 
their tolerance of the dervishes, These 
weird, gypsylike beggars infest the 
cities and annoy the village folk in 
passing from one place to another, ac- 
cording to their vows of itinerancy. 

These are not the whirling dervishes 
of circus fame. Whirling would be too 
energetic a form of worship for the 
members of this most ancient leisure 
class. Their greatest exertion consists 
of walking slowly and blowing a horn 
to announce their presence. 

The dervish of Persia is known by 
his begging bewl, conical cap, animal 
skin dape and club. The weapon, 
which is usually a stick driven through 
with nails, is carried conspicuously. 
It fact, it seems unpleasantly ready 
for use when its owner calmly de- 
mands tribute. It is true that there 
is small danger of its use, even if 
alms are refused, but a refusal how- 
ever polite and apologetical, is sure to 
arouse the wrath of the dervish. His 
vocabulary may be unintelligible, but 
the meaning of his threats and proph- 
ecies is usually understood. Fellow 
citizens of the dervish tribe prefer to 
make a gift at any cost in order to 
avoid having the wrath of heaven 
called down upon them in the masterly 
language of an experienced heaven in- 
voker. 

The dervish makes himself useful to 
the community honored by his pres- 
ence by telling fortunes and stories, 
reciting prayers, selling charms and 
even curing the sick by blowing his 
sacred breath on them—all in return 
for which he turns over to his chief 
after deducting a living wage.

Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 





RUSSIA ALWAYS UNDER YOKE 





Easy to Understand Why the Unhappy 
People Have Turned to Bolshe- 
vism in Their Groping for 
Freedom. 


Article XVI.

The history of Russia begins with a 
legend. Nestor of Kiev, an old monk- 
ish chronicler, tells the story. Kiev Is 
the mother of Russian cities, In the 
ninth century Slavs and Finns lived in 
a tribal state In the forest region near 
Lake Ilmen, between Lake Ladoga and 
the upper waters of the Dnieper river. 
Bands of military adventurers from 
the land of Rus, which is supposed to 
have been a part of Sweden, exacted 
tribute from the tribes, In the year 
859 the tribes threw off the yoke of 
the Norsemen and drove them out of 
the country. It was Russia's first revo- 
lution, so the old chronicler relates, 
and it was successful. Freed from the 
tyranny of the tribute takers the tribes 
began to quarrel among themselves. 
Their land was large and fertile, but 
elvil war destroyed order. Then as 
now, order was the first essential to 
peace and happiness. It is told that 
after three years of tribal war they 
confessed their inability to manage 
their own affairs and they sent a mis- 
sion to Rus to invite their old masters 
to come and rule over them. 

According to the legend, three broth- 
ers, princes of Rus, Rurik, Stneus and 
Truvor, accepted the call and founded 
a dynasty, from which many of the 
Russian princes of the present day 
claim descent. 

While much discussion has been pro- 
voked as to the identity of the war- 
riors from the land of Rus, the found- 


„ers of the Russian empire, it is gen- 


erally believed that they were the 
hardy Norsemen, who in the ninth cen- 
tury roamed through various countries 
of Europe. These roving bands in- 
vaded and conquered territory and 
lived as the dominant military caste 
until they were gradually absorbed by 
the native population, 
Novgorod First Capital. 

Prince Rurik bullt his capital on the 
banks of the River Volkhov, which 
with Lake Ilmen formed part of the 
great waterway connecting the Baltic 
and Black seas. By this route, the 
tall, blonde Norsemen, who composed 
the famous Varangian bodyguard of 
the Byzantine emperors, traveled from 
Scandinavia to Constantinople. Rus- 
sia’s first capital was Novgorod. 

These new rulers from the land of 
Rus brought with them the spirit of 
adventure of the Norsemen. They 
were not contented to rule the tribes 
who had invited them. They set out 
to conquer the surrounding country in 
all directions, and before two hundred 
years had passed they had invaded 
Byzantine territory, established them- 
selves at Kiev, threatened Constanti- 
nople with a fleet, secured as a consort 
for Viadimir I, one of their princes, a 
sister of the Byzantine emperor, 
adopted Christianity for themselves 
and their subjects, learned to hold in 
check the nomadic hordes of the 
steppe, and formed matrimonial al- 
llances with the reigning families of 
Poland, Hungary, Norway and France. 
They became a great power in eastern 
Europe. 

They had great appetite for con- 
quest, but they lacked the power to 
organize the territory they conquered. 
The political future of the new state 
was destroyed when the princes of the 
Rurik dynasty divided the state into a 
number of independent principalities. 
For a time these were weakly and 
loosely held together by the patri- 
archal authority of the senior mem- 
ber of the family, the grand prince, 
who ruled in Klev, Family quarrels 
became frequent. These princes were 
strong men, They wanted power, They 
strove to enlarge their territories at 
the expense of their rivals, The tradi- 
tional authority of the grand prince 
declined. Yaroslav the Great was the 
last of the grand princes. With his 
death in 1054, family feuds multiplied 
and disintegration set in. During the 
next 170 years, from 1054 to 1224, 
Russia was split into over sixty prin- 
cipalities. Disputes over the question 
of succession led to eighty-three civil 
wars. 

Ruined by Internal Struggle. 

During these interminable struggles 
of rival princes, Kiev, which had been 
so long the residence of the grand 
prince, was repeatedly taken by storm, 
and ruthlessly pillaged. Finally the 
whole valley of the Dnieper fell a prey 
to the marching tribes of the steppe. 
Thereupon Russian colonization and 
political influence retreated north- 
ward, and from that time the contin- 
uous stream of Russian history is 
to be sought im the land where the 
Vikings first settled, and in the adjoin- 
ing basin of the upper Volga. Here 
new principalities were founded, some 
of them having a grand prince, who 
no longer professed allegiance to Kiev. 
Thus appeared the grand princes of 
Suzdal, of Tver, of Ryazan and of 
Moscow—all irreconcilable rivals with 
little or no feelings of blood relation- 
ship, The more ambitious and power- 
ful among them aspired not to suc- 








ceed, but to subdue the others and 
take possession of their territory, and 
the armed retainers, who were wont 
formerly to wander about as free 
lances, gave up their roving mode of 
life, settled down permanently, be 
came landed proprietors and sought 
to share as boyars the princes’ au- 
thority. 

The greatest of these principalities 
was Novgorod, Since the days when 
Rurik had first chosen it as his head- 
quarters the little capital on the Vol- 
khov had grown Into a great commer- 
celal city and brought under subjection 
a vast expanse of territory, stretch- 
ing from the shores of the Baltic to 
the Ural mountains. Unlike the other 
Russian principalities it had a dem- 
ocratic, rather than a monarchial form 
of gevernment, The republic of - Nov- 
gorod was the first and only flicker 





of freedom in the long night of Rus- 
sia, and it glowed but for a short 
moment. 

Novgorod had a prince, but he was 
engaged by formal contract. He was 
merely the commander of the troops. 
All the political power remained In the 
hands of the civil officials. They had 
a popular assembly which was called 
together in the market place as occa- 
sion required, by the tolling of the 
great bell, The maxim of the state 
was: “If the prince is bad, into the 
mud with him.” 

In Moscow a different state of af- 
fairs obtained, There the supreme law 
was the will and whim of an autocrat. 
Democratic Novgorod and autocratic 
Moscow became bitter rivals. The fu- 
ture of Russia was In balance. The 
question was light or darkness, day 
or night, freedom or slavery for the 
future Russians, Had Novgorod won 
out in the thirteenth century we 
might,not have the problem of bol- 
shevism In Russia today. But it was 
to be otherwise, and with the success 
of Moscow, autocracy was enthroned. 
The Russian night came on, 

Tatar Irruption. 

Then came the Tatar yoke, The 
“Golden Horde" conquered Russia. The 
conquerors built their capital at Sari 
on the lower Volga. The Mongols pil- 
laged and robbed. Tax gatherers kept 
the people’s backs bent in toil, The 
first trail to Siberia was blazed, the 
cruel road that was to play such an 
important part in the horrors of Rus- 
sian history. Oddly enough the first 
wayfarers who journeyed on this road 
were Russian autocrats, the degener- 
ate and corrupt descendants of Rurik, 
The grand khan, the chief of the Mon- 
gol empire, lived with the “Great 
Horde” in the valley of the Amur in 
Siberia. Russian princes were puppets 
in the eyes of this autocrat of auto- 
crats. He commanded them to appear 
before him. Before making the peril- 
ous trip the prince made his last will 
and testament and gave direction for 
the guidance of his children. Few ever 
came back. The road to Siberia then, 
as later, was a journey into the shad- 
ow of death. Some died on the trip, 
others found execution the reception 
at its end. The few who returned es- 
caped the wrath of the great khan by 
sycophancy and bribery, 

The princes of Moscow were the 
most willing and pliant tools of the 
great khan. They outraged and robbed 
their own subjects to satisfy the Mon- 
gol court. Muscovy grew strong under 
the Mongol empire. The betrayal of 
the Russians was the price. This is 
the taint in the blood of the ezardom 
of Muscovy; out of this line the czars 
came. When the Russian princes be- 
came strong enough they turned on 
the Mongol empire. It was weakening. 
At the battle of Kulikovo, 1380, the 
Mongol yoke was broken, 

Three czars, Ivan III, known as the 
Great, his son Basil, and his grandson 
Ivan IV, called Ivan the Terrible, 
whose united reigns cover a period of 
one hundred and twenty-two years, 
1462 to 1584, forged and fixed the 
shackles on the people of Russia, 
shackles which clanked until the exe- 
cution of the last Romanoff, Nicholas. 
It was Ivan III who snuffed out the 
last spark of liberty in Russid, the 
democracy of Novgorod. Ivan IV fin- 
ished the job; popular assemblies 
were abolished, freedom of conscience 
was killed. The complete doom of the 


Russian people began.

TO BUILD WORKERS’ HOMES 


Belgium Allocates 100,000,000 Francs 
to Be Handled as Long- 
Term Loans, 





The Belgian government has decided 
to allocate 100,000,000 francs in 1920 
for building workmen's houses. This 
money will be lent to the local author- 
ities or approved building societies at 
2 per cent for twenty years, at the end 
of which time a new agreement will 
be entered into, 

The conditions are that no loan may 
exceed half the cost of the building 
or a maximum of 6,000 francs and the 
rent charged must not amount to more 
than 4 per cent of the total cost of 
building. 

It is officlally calculated that the 
cost of building in the devastated 
areas will be about 10,000 francs to 
a house, A garden city of 100 houses 
in Roulers was begun September 21 
and is to be finished in 120 working 
days.

A soviet wireless message received 
from Moscow flashed New Year's 
greetings to the world. The message 
after celebrating 1919 as a year of 
victory for the soviets, says: “In 1920 
we shall attain a victorious end of 
civil war. Siberia, the Ukraine, the 
Don region and the Caucasus desire 
soviets. There also will be soviets at 
Berlin, Washington, Paris and London, 
Soviet nuthority will be supreme 
throughout the world.”

The lion on the battlefield of Water- 
loo is to face the other way, and 
before long it will stand with open, 
ponderous paws roaring silently, after 
the manner of your flerce but consid- 
erate sculptured lions, toward Ger- 
many instead of France, Fortunately 
for the quiet of the countryside the 
roar is Imaginary or the lion would 
long ago have become a nuisance 
whichever way he faced.

It maintained its atti- 
tude while Germany carried through 
the program that separated Alsace- 
Lorraine from France; but presently 
behind the lion’s back Belgium began 
to fortify, and eventually left him in 
the ridiculous position of looking in 
one direction while the Belgian fortifi- 
cations looked in another, A tame 
lion, one might say, roaring for the edi- 
fication of tourists and with no per- 
sonal feeling about it, But now Bel- 
gium decides to turn him round and 
let him roar toward Germany as a 
solemn reminder of the unwisdom of 
dreams of world conquest. 


THINK TERM IS EFFEMINATE 


Some Tennis Players Object to Word 
“Love” as at Present Employed 
in Scoring System. 

There Is talk among the overlords 
of tennis of finding another word than 
“love” to mean “nothing” in the scor- 
ing system, for, although it may sur- 
prise many to hear it, the game is 
sometimes spoken of as effeminate, 
and this bit of terminology is held re- 
sponsible. Nobody has ever explained 
why “love” means “nothing” in tennis, 
but there is a footnote in an old and 
rare book about card-playing which 
refers to an old Scottish word “luff,” 
which meant “nothing,” and this, per- 
haps, may have been somehow trans- 
ferred into the game of tennis. Or, 
again, the term may be of far eastern 
origin, where a word sounding like 
“love” was used in the old form of 
tennis that was once popular in the 
orient, Whether or not the termin- 
ology undergoes change, the game is 
in no immediate danger of falling off 
in popularity, and the repeated shout- 
ing of these seeming endearments 
across the tennis net has occasioned 
much Innocent merriment.—Ohristian 
Science Monitor. 





Honor Cuban Generals. 

Cuba is to pay honor to the memory 
of General Maximo Gomez, the island 
republic's military hero, by erecting a 
costly monument. A first prize of $25,- 
000 was awarded recently to Aldo 
Gaba, an Italian sculptor, for a model 
of the memorial, which is to cost $200,- 
000. Second and third prizes went re- 
spectively to Huertas Cabarrocas, a 
Spanish-Cuban, and Gutson Borglum, 
an American, General Gomez became 
popular as the leader of the Cuban 
forces in the war for independence 
from Spain, from 1895 to 1898. He 
also took a prominent part in the Ten 
Years’ war, a revolt which began In 
1868. On the day of his death, June 
18, 1905, the general's family was pre- 
sented with a gift of $100,000 by the 
government of Cuba. At the conclu- 
sion of the Spanish-American war, 
General Gomez was honored at a pub- 
lic reception given by the American 
forces occupying Havana at that time. 
—Popular Mechanics Magazine. 





Helium Gas Cheapened. 

Up to 1915 the total output of 
helium gas In all the world had prob- 
ably been less than. 100 cubic feet, and 
it was worth about $1,700 a cubile foot. 
But just before the armistice was 
signed a shipment of 150,000 cubic 
feet of helium gas was sent to Europe, 
and it costs less than 10 cents a cubic 
foot. 

Helium gas was first discovered on 
the sun, by spectroscopy. It Is the 
best gas for use in balloons, because 
it is not inflammable. It is now ex- 
tracted from the natural gas of Texas 
and Kansas. 

The method is delicate and com- 
plex, but is based upon the fact that 
the principal constituents of natural 
gas liquefy when cooled to about minus 
820 degrees F., but that helium re- 
mains a gas at that temperature, and 
hence is easily separated. 





Surveyors Use Airplanes. 

Four airplanes are being used to sur 
vey the extensive forests of Labrador 
to determine the value of the wood 
pulp represented by the growing trees. 
Aerial photographs will’ be taken of 
many parts of the peninsula for use 
in compiling statistics. The surveying 
party, which left the United States re- 
cently for Nova Scotia, is composed 
of 40 persons and is headed by a man 
who served two years as a captain In 
the British air forces.—Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine.
